In spite 
of all the efforts made to prevent it, large numbers of false 
copies are annually made at Dusseldorf. Indeed, their value, 
together with that of the inferior pictures, is this year estim- 
ated at 50,000 thalers.

A correspondent in Land and Water refers to the possibility 
of freezing live fish in England, and transporting them over in 
that state tothe colonies, “Could this be done, it appears te 
me the matter would be far simple and safer than the shipping 
of the ova; and the present seems a peculiarly fit time to bring 
the matter forward, as a scheme is vow being put in operation 
bere to send to England a cargo of fresh meat frozen. Should 
tue experiment succeed, of which there is little doubt, nearly 
all the shipe tradiog from Loodon to the Australian ports will 
bave large ice chambers fitted up, and on their voyage from Lon- 
don these chambers would be available for the frozen fish. Lt 
is known that in the Polar regions living fish are ofieo found 
entombed in Jarge masses of ice, where they bave probably re- 
ma ned for years, and apparently without injury: andI may 
mention an instance which came to my knowledge, and which 
occurred in Holland during a very revere winter. A large fish 
was thrown out upon the ice, and remained there for four-and- 
twenty hours; when takeo up it was quite hard and stiff, and 
might have been broken like a stick. It was afterwards put 
into water and perfectly recovered, with no sigo of injury.” 

The recent excavations of the East London Water Company, 
which bave yielded so rich a bouty to naturalists and antiqua- 
ries, have eet for ever atrest the question whetber the elk 
(Alces palmatus) has been a denizen of English forests in post- 
tertiary times. Professor Owen, in a note on the subject, states 
that at the time of the publication of the “ British Fossil Mam- 
malia’’ be bad not obtained satisfactory evidence of the occar- 
rence of the elk, The first and only discovery of elk remains 
previous to the excavations at Walthamstow was that of an ant- 
jer in a peat bog near the North Tyne River, Northumberland. 
his is recorded in the “ Transactions’ of the Tyneside natu- 
ralists.. Now, however, we have proof that the elk, as well as the 
reindeer, inhabited the forests round London. “ Io an old bed 
of the River Lea,” Professor Owen writes, * at from 5 ft. to 8 
f', in deptb, have been obtained remains of Bos longifrons and 
Capra Hircus, with remarkably five born cores, part of an ant- 
ler, 3 ft. 8 in. long of a reindeer (C. tarandus), and in another 
kind of deposit, as evidenced by the darker color of the bones, 
and a thin partial coatiag of limy matter were obtained the hu- 
merase, antebrachium, and metacarpis of an elk, closely corres- 
ponding with those of the existing Scandinavian species.” The 
characters of the bones of that peculiarly long-legged kind of 
deer called elk or moose differentiate them readily, Professor 
Owen adds, from those of the bovines, of the megaceros, and of 
ihe wapiti, or o'her large round antlered deer. He is disposed 
to regard such bones a8 more satisfactory evidences of Alces 
than portions of antler. There seemsto be a doubt whether the 
elk bas ever been discovered fossil in France. But Professor 
Owen remarks that we owe to Julius Caesar the valuable re 
cord of both the reindeer (Boe Cervus) and the elk (Alces) in the

On the morning of the 18th inst.,acoal mine at Stockton, 
Penn., caved in, the shaft and tuanel filled up with earth, and 
the entrance to the mine choked up. Two dwelling houses 
were carried down a distance of forty feet at the time the 
earth fell, and the persons in them instantly killed, their bodies 
being buried in the raine. Several men, who were in the mine 
atthe time,are doubtless dead. Ten persons thus far are 
known to have been killed. The disaster is ascribed to working 
the mine too near the surface, there being a thickness of only 
twenty feet of earth between the foundations of the houses and 
the mine, 

A party of Mascalero-Apache Indians made a descent on the 
farm of a Mr. Casey, near Fort Staunton, recently, and stole 
about 100 head of cattle. Lieutenant Cushing, with thirty-two 
men of Company F, Third Cavalry, after a pursuit of 200 
miles, came up with them on the north side of the Guadalupe 
Mountains, attacked and routed them after three hours’ fighting, 
killing and wounding fifteen, and recapturing forty head of the 
stolen cattle and twenty-six horses and mules belonging to the 
savages. The Indian force had been reinforced to about 100 
warriors, 

We learn that the surface of fashionable society was dis- 
turbed on the evening of the 21st inet. by the marriage of Mr. 
James H. Ingersoll, Commissary of the Seventh Regiment. His 
fair partoer in the perilous veature was Miss Ida M. Ogilvie, of 
No. 273 Fifth avenue. The ceremony was performed at St. 
Paul’s M. B. Church, in thiscity, in the presence of a crowded 
audience, alter which a reception was held at the residence of 
the bride. The officers aud men of the regiment were out in 
full force, and among the distinguished guests were Governor 
Hoffman, Mayor Hall, Wm. M, Tweed, Peter B. Sweeny, 
General Shaler and «teff, and many others.

Whatever may be the result to the in- 
dividuals concerned in this business, there is likely to bea full 
exposure of the operations of the entire lottery concern, and it 
is to be hoped an awakening of the deluded people who pat- 
ronize it to a knowledge of their folly.

Messrs. Moss and Ryan, two well-known pressmen, are 
about to start a newspaper at Ottawa, to be called the Zoening 
Jail—uncompromiaing|ly reform—perbaps radical. 

The Maritime TProvinaes have found anoiber link in the 
chain of neighborly connection by completing the Windsor 
and Annapolis railway, which is now in operation and brings 
the St. John’s passenger to Halifax in 13 hours, 

An experienced trapper, who has been in pursuit of his 
calling to the north of the Ottawa, writes to agentleman in 
Montreal that the beavers have laid in very few winter Stores 
and that the signs to be drawn from the habits of the other 
wild animals are such as to give assurance of a very mild 
winter. 

The French Cansdian Bishops are great favorites W th the 
Pope, and receive extra attentions. A letter from Rome an- 
nounces the safe arrival there of the Archbishop ou! Queb-c, 
who was received at the city gate by a:delegate from the 
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Pope, and conducted to the hotel prepared for him under 
the express orders of His Holiness. 

A Rome letter of a recent date says:—The Canon Moreau, 
almoner of the Capadian Zouaves, bas brought to Rome cha- 
racteristic offerings from the Indian inhabitants of those pro- 
vinces, consisting in pearls worked in arabasque designs upon 
velvet, siuffed beavers, tobacco, cigars, maple sugar, and 
liquors. These curiosities have been distributed among the 
officers and soldiers of the corps, while a fine stuffed beaver, 
the emblem of Canada, adores the Zouaves’ club-room. His 
Holiness bas received in audience the last batch of Canadian 
volunteers, amounting to nearly a hundred, who were pre- 
sented by General de Courter and Lieut. Colonel de Charette, 
of the Zouaves, 

News has just been received at St. Paul from private 
sources that Colonel Dennis, Surveyor-General, has succeeded 
in raising and arming 200 Swamp Indians, and a number of 
their English half-breed relations. Governor McDougall has 
also raised a force of Sioux at Portage and La Pralrie, under 
Canadian officers. These forces will form a junction, and 
march without delay on the insurgents in and about Fort 
Garry. The commander of the insurgents, Riell, called in his 
nal{-breed reserves, and in a few hours three thousand respon- 
ded to his cal!. A collision was hourly expected. A letter 
dated Pembina, Dec. 11 announces there is nothing new in 
the condition of affairs at Fort Garry, but says a wide-spread 
apprebension is felt that in the csse of active war between 
the insurgents and the Canadians the Indian tribes from Sas- 
katchewan to the Rocky Mountains will join in and not stop 
until the white settlers in British America are exterminated, 
and may even carry the war to the settlers on American soi). 
The apparent quiet existing at Fort Garry is feared to be un- 
real. Governor McDougal! is said to be preparing for some 
expedition. It is reportedjat Ottawa that itis not the intention 
of the Government to complete the purchase of the Nortb- 
west Territory until next Spring, and not until the Dominion 
is able to assert its authority by the presence of an armed 
force sent in by the way of Fort William. It is said that the 
payment to the Hudson’s Bay Company therefore will not be 
made for some time. The insurrection will be left to be dealt 
with by thatCompapny. The Ontario Legislature has yoted 
$24,000 to encourage emigration. 

A despatch from St. Paul, dated the 21st inst., says news 
has been received that a company of mounted insurgents ap- 
peared at the Hudson Bay Company’s fort, near Pembina, on 
the night of the 9th, and on the 10th took possession of the 
place. The greater part of McDougall’s sgents and emisea- 
ries, including Schultz, Cowap, and Halet, have been cap- 
tured. Coldenis is skulking about until he can reach Ameri 
can territory. McDougall is absolutely without even a faction 
to support him, save some swamp Indians, the remainder 
having deserted him. Another correspondent says that the 
efforts of Coldenis to organize a counter-revolution have en- 
tirely failed. The whole population are a unit. Shnitz, 
Bowen, Major Wallace and fitty others are prisoners. No 
blood has been shed. The French under Risettre are in un- 
disputed possession of the whole country. There are sixty 
swampy Indians still in the lower fort, who are not inter- 
fered with merely because they are considered entirely 
harmless aod powerless. McDougall is preparing to come 
back. On the 7th instant, when the@prisoners were captured, 
more than six huadred insurgents were occupying Fort 
Garry. 
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Licviews of New Books. 


Messre. J. B. Ford and Co. have just given us a foretaste 
of Mr. Henry Ward Leecher's Life of Jesus, the Christ, by the 
publication of Zhe Overture of Angels, of which, as yet 
unfinished, work it forms a part. The volume, which is very 
handsomely printed and bound, makes its appearance oppor- 
tunely, and, as it is inexpensive, will, doubtless, bea favo- 
rive among the gift books of the eeason. The selections from 
the larger work, which it includes, are, we are told, of a 
lighter and more imaginative character than the rest, a fea- 
ture that renders them, we need hardly say, none the less at- 
tractive in the midat of Christmas festivities. The many 
admirers of Mr. Beecher and his works will give a cordial 
welcome to this last offspring of his pen, which, as it depicts 
the scenes and events precediog and following the Saviour’s 
advent on earth, isa peculiarly meet offering for the season, 
and the text, which is marked by freshness and originality, 
gains much in interest from the really excellent illustrations 
from cesigns by Fenn. We have no hesitation in recom- 
mending it as one of the most charming and exquisite of holi- 
day books, and all who read it will be likely to await with 
pleasant anticipations, the Life of Jesus, the Christ. 

The History of Joseph Bonaparte, by John 8. C. Abbott 
(Harper and Brothers) is a succinct review of the leading 
events in the life of the King of Naples and Itaiy. The au- 
thor acknowledges his indebtedness to a Life of King Joseph 
by an aid-de-camp of Prince Jerome Napcleon, published re- 
cently in Paris, This work contained nearly all the corres- 
pondence which passed between Joseph and Napoleon Bo- 
naparte from childhood until after the battle of Waterloo. 
Ot course it would not be possible for Mr. Abbott, in writing 
an account of any member of the Bonaparte family, to take 
any view other than a rose-colored one of his, or her, career, 
and the reader will, therefore, not be disappointed when he 
finds the author declaring that “Joseph Bonaparte was 
earnestly seeking the welfare of the people.” This idosyn- 
cracy aside, however, the younger class of readers will find 
this as interesting as Mr. Abbott’s preceding historical con- 
tributions. 

The same publishers have recently issued The Polar 
World, by Dr. G. Hartwig, with one hundred and sixty-three 
illustrations. The book gives a popular description of man 
and nature in the Artic and Antartic regions, pic‘uring their 
priacipal natural features, and pointiog out the influence of 
the long Polar winter night and fleeting summer on the deve- 
lopment of vegetable and animal existence; also showing 
how man wagee the battle of life against the dreadful climate 
of the high latitudes of our globe, whether as the inhabitant 
of their glopmy solitudes or as the bold investigator of their 
mysteries. The book is the most comprehensive compilation 
in the range of Artic literature and the publishers have enhan- 
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jced its value by adding many appropriate illustrations from 
| Various sources, as also achapter on Alaska and “ the Ionuits.” 
Tbose who wish to become conversant with ail that is known 
of the Polar World should read this excellent work, which 
combines instruction with entertainment, and pleases the eye 
through its abundant illustrations. 

One of the most interesting books of its class we have met 
with of late, is Bible Animals, by the Rev. J. G. Wood, which 
comes to us from the press of Charles Scribnerand Co. We 
have here a description of every living creature mentioned in 
the Scriptures, from the ape to the cora!, and the text is em- 
bellished with one hundred wood engravings from new de- 
signs by various artists. A general account of each animal is 
given, followed by special explanations in many cases of 
those texts in which pointed reference is made to it, but of 
which the full force cannot be gathered without a knowledge 
of natural history. To Biblical scholars the work will be 
useful, for as the Oriental character of the Scriptures causes 
them to abound with metaphors and symbols taken from the 
common life of the time, only the educated mind can appre- 
ciate their true significance, and unless we understand these 
writings as those understood them for whom they were writ 
ten, it is evident we shall misinterpret instead of rightly com- 
prehend them. Although zoology is the only branch of na- 
tural history hereiu treated of, copious reference is made to 
the physical geograpby of Palestine, Egypt and Syria, the 
race—character of the inhabitants and historical parallels. 
The volume is a portly one of 652 pages, and a separate chap- 
ter is devoted to each of the mammals, birds, reptiles and in- 
vertebrates mentioned. The author is well known in Eng- 
land—his native country—as an intelligent and industrious 
compiler of works on natural history, and his popularity on 
this side of the Atlantic, as well as on the other, will be in- 
creased by his present contribution to this department of lit- 
erature. It is appropriately designed as a gift book, the ilius- 
trations being executed in the best style of art. 

Messrs. D. Appleton and Co. have issued what may be term- 
ed the official Life of Daniel Webster. At least it is the one that 
has been prepared according to the directions contained in 
his will by one of his literary executors, Mr. George Ticknor 
Curtis. The present volume brings down the record of events 
to 1838, and contains much that is interesting in the great 
statesman’s career. Of that career truly does the author re- 
mark: “ Mr, Webster's life ended as the era of patriotic efforts 
to avert from our country the disasters of internal conflict and 
civil war was about to close, and when such efforts were about 
to prove of no avail. To that era he belongs, and in it he 
stands a grand historical figure, toward whom the eyes of 
men will be more and more directed as they contemplate 
what was done to deepen the foundations of our Cunstitution- 
al Republic by those who received it from its immediate 
founders.” The Life has been very handsomely printed and 
illustrated, and will become, when completed, a sine qua non 
in every American library.

No distinction of rank will 
affect its operation ; it will consider no object beneath its no- 
tice that can be benefitted by its exertions, and no task to be 
mean by which it cam promote human happiness W bere 
would be the boasted dignity of reason if employed only to 
promote narrow, selfish views? Where the glory of that 
knowledge which never of itself advised or comiorted an- 
other? And where the honor of that power which never pro- 
moted indigent merit or wiped a tear from the mourner’s eye? 
A fiend may possess a higher degree of reason, more know- 
ledge and more power than the wisest and the best of men ; 
but, destitute of Charity, he is more to be dreaded—not re- 
vered. Who would esteem the man of rank whose haughty 
selfish spirit could never smile on modest worth? Of what 
avail is wealth, imprisoned in tbe rusty coffers of the miser, 
or wantonly squandered away in the dissipation of the prodi- 
gal? Who would value an influence if never employed in 
promoting the prosperity of others?—if such gilts are made 
subservient to personal advantage they only show that we 
want the spirit and inclination to enjoy that greatest of all 
luxuries, the luxury of doing good.. And do not the tenets 
of our venerable institution ever point in this direction? Are 
not our glorious charities practical illustrations of these 
truths ?
